Washing-ion's Birthday has been 


chosen this year as the starting 
day 
of American 
Brotherhood 


Week, which is sponsored by the 
National Conference of Christians 
and Jews. This annual observance 
calls attention to the battle against 
prejudice and intolerance which 
must be won if we, as individuals 
and as a nation, are to live in 
peace. 
Today 
we usually think of 


prejudice and intolerance in con- 
nection with race and religion. So 
one might ask, why Washington? 
Isn't the magnanimous Lincoln a 
better symbol of brotherhood than 
the austere first President? What 
did Washington, great man that 
he was, do in the cause of brother- 
hood? 
The answer is that he foug-ht a 


long, bitter battle against pieju- 
dice and intolerance, though they 
were not the same evils that we 
fight today. He led his country- 
men to a war against an authority 
who 
considered them 
inferior 


citizens to their brothers in Eng- 
land. It was a war fought to 
prove that men are united in a 
brotherhood of basic rights, and 
that those rights are not gifts "to 
be granted or withheld according 
to some royal whim. 


When that war was won, Wash- 


ington led a bloodless but no less 
bitter fight against another sort 
of. prejudice and intolerance. This 
time the fight was in the field of 
domestic politics. The prejudice 
was against the delegation of state 
•ovcreignty to a central govern- 
ment. Individuals and states were 
Intolerant of a Higher authority 
than wtisited at the time. 
* • * 


The idea of a constitutional con- 


vention first took shape in Wash- 
ington's home. When the conven- 
tion met, it was Washington who 
presided. He took no part in de- 
bate, and he was not one of the 
Constitution's authors. But it was 
Washington as much as anyone 
who kept the convention in session, 
and who insisted that the result 
of ita work be a radically new 
blueprint of unity, not a patchwork 
of old laws in a different design. 


Out of that convention came the 


United States of America. Out of 
it came the concept of national 
brotherhood, though its realization 
was not quick or easy. 


As President, Washington work 
As President, W a s h i n g t o n 


worked forcefully to make the 
Meal of equality, unity and com- 
mon national interest an actual 
operation of government. 
When 


h« left office the ideal was a 
reality, and the new nation waa on 
KB way. 


Today, thanks In no small part 


to George Washington, it is far 
more Important that a person is 
an American than that he is a 
Georgian 
or 
Pennsylvanian 
or

Well, Churchill took 
iie floor and we completely for- 
ot tea parties and our manners. 
e has an inimitable sense of 


humor and he first got them to 
aughing and then he turned loose 
its oratory. We sat simply spell- 
bound. There are few men gifted 
with a barbed wit and eloquence 
like his. He closed by saying in 
the old days a man couldn't get up 
in the morning but to learn that 
a new colony had been added to 
the empire but now you can't get 
up in the morning but to learn 
that a colony has been lost to 
the empire.

late for the Embassy. 


There we alight to run right 


into our lady member of the 
House again and to our amaze- 
ment she is in a mink coat and 
getting out of long black limou- 
sine, which seemed odd to us for 
an ardent socialist to look like 
such a "bloated capitalist."

The food situation 
is 
really 


firm in England—worse than any- 
where we had been. 
They are 


allowed only one egg a week and 
one strip of bacon and one shill- 
ing's worth of meat (20c). When 
we got to London we found some 
eggs and coffee and other things 
that had been sent to us by a 
friend who knew the conditions 
there. We gave this all away in 
London and 
you 
would 
have 


thought we were 
giving 
them 


eggs made of solid gold. 


We got up very early the next j 


morning- and took the boat train! 
for Southampton. Almost every- 
one in the party was practically 
ill by now. 
Our husbands had 


been under terrific pressure and 
working so hard and fast we had 
hardly seen them. Now we had 
a chance to catch up and com- 
pare experiences. 
There is no 


way to describe what heaven it 
was to be back on that hoat, to 


'e hot water, soap and warmth, 


and to have such wonderful food. 


On the last night out we had 


a hurricane with winds up to 90 
miles an hour which delayed us 
six hours in 
landing. 
During 


dinner after one violent lurch and 
lunge the Captain jumped to his 
feet arid left the room abruptly. 
The entire room clapped, signify- 
ing we all thought it was high 
time he got up to the bridge and 
got things under control. 


Never have I - spent such a 


night. 
I couldn't sleep. 
About 


three in the morning my bed 
broke loose from the floor and 
went shooting across the floor. 
That time the ship nearly rolled 
over. Curly slept through it most 
calmly, and the 
next 
morning 


said he couldn't see how he could 
improve tile. situation by staying 
awake and worrying about it. We 
were a sad-lookir.g bunch of peo- 
ple by the time we arrived in 
New York. We had lost so much 
time it was getting dark when 
we sighted the Statue of Liberty, 
but the skylines was like fairy- 
land with the lights on in all the 
tall buildings. There is certainly 
nothing like it in all of Europe 
and it certainly looked 
doubly 


good to us. 
We landed unevent- 


fully and flew to Washington. We 
saw as many lights driving from 
the pier in New York to the 
Newark airport as we had seen 
in all of Europe. 


The sense of efficiency, energy 


and accomplishment here in con- 
trast to the chaos and futility of 
the capitals of the old world was 
amazing. Anyway, it is the most 
wonderful sensation to be back 
home in America.
